GOLD ON THE SASKATCHEWAN. 


The following is taken from the _Nor’- Wester 
of the 30th March:— 

The gold and other news from the Saskat- 
chewan, received by the last Northern packet, 
is. of the most important nature. One corres- 
‘pondent says: — an 

“T advise the Red River hunters strongly to 
come here and furnish the miners vith provisions. 
The Saskatchewan river is rich in gold, and the 
North river is also rich. There are two or three 
bars richer than others; but gold is found on 
most every bar or point. Some will pay two 
‘dollars, some four dollars, and some from six 
toten dollars per day per man. 

“This news will be all the better when I add 
that this is the finest farming country I ever saw. 
‘The States and Canada cannot beat this. And 
so much of it—there is room for thousands. As 
to.wood, there is plenty. I travelled up this 
river for one hundred miles, and in the interior 
far and wide, and everywhere wood was plenti- 
ful. -There is good clay for brick, coal is inex- 
haustible, and tar, along Pembina river, on the 


: south side. 


“There is gold in Whité Fish Lake. Atkin- 
son says he can make an onnce per day with a

at present. This determination has been come to 
after consultation with the members of the com-

‘people. Circumstances have greatly changed 


since that time, and with the altered state of 
matters this course became desirable. 

When the agitation was got up. last fall all 
was dullness and deadness: There seemed to be 
the most perfect indifference in England regard- 
ing this country, and our prospects appeared 
very cheerless. Since then, one thing after .an- 
other has shown that the interests of this country 
are fally occupying the attention of the Imperial 
and the Canadian Governments. Both are act- 
ing practically in the mutter. Moreover, the 
press in Canada and the old country is all alive 
with discussions relative to this country. Add 
6 this that we have, at the request of our Cana- 
dian well-wishers, actually appointed another 
delegate—Mr. Sanford Fleming, Then, again, 
‘British Columbia has sent home. Hon, Malcolm 
Cameron to press the overland route—a measure 
fully as much one of this country as of oor sister 
colony on the other side of the mountains. Un- 
der these and other circumstances, it might sa- 
vour too much of mere obstinacy to persist in go- 
ing home, especially as the very changes which 
we desired are coming on as‘rapidly as possible, 
and Mr, Fleming, who has been well iustracted 
what to do, ison the scene of action, watching 
and pressing our special interests.
